Tax Moratorium Declared 
_ In 17 Counties in.Kansas 


Farmers Get Postponements Up to One 
Month Because of the Low Price of Wheat 
—Action in Oklahoma. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan., July 22.—Seven- 
teen Kansas counties have 
clared a moratorium on taxes in 
an effort to assist farmers of the 
country’s chief wheat producing 
State who are offered the lowest 
prices in history in a year which 
brought their largest crop. 

Postponement periods range up 
to one month after the date fixed 
by law for payment of semi-annual 
tax installments without penalty. 

Walter Pleasant, chairman of 
the Tax Commission, and Roland 
Boynton, ‘Attorney-General, assert- 
ing there was no legal authority 
for extension of the deadline, have 
refused to give their sanction to 
the procedure.

als on 340,000 acres of farm land 
owned by the State until Feb. 1, 
1932. 

The order. was issued after 60 
farmers from Kay, Noble, Garfield 
and Grant Counties, representing 
2120 renters, appeared before the 
Governor and other members of 
the State School Land Commission 
yesterday and asked for leniency. 

Their spokesmen said that as a 
result of last year’s drouth and 
present low prices for wheat and 
oats, many of the tenants would 
lose their homes if they were com- 
pelled to pay rentals this year. 


In setting aside the statute Gov. 
Murray asserted the chief execu- 
tive of the State possessed the in- 
herent right to act in the “inter- 
est of humanity in times of emer- 
gency.” 


The statute provides that offi-|

SEEKS INJUNCTION 
TO KEEP CITY OUT 
UF GAS BUSINESS 


Utility Sues to Prevent Fort 
Worth, Texas, From Car- 
rying Out Mandate of the 
Voters. 


By the Associated Press. 

FORT WORTH, Tex., July 22.— 
The Lone Star Gas Co. filed suit 
in District Court today to enjoin 
the city from prosecuting any legal 
actions aimed at condemnation and 
acquisition of the company’s Fort 
Worth holdings. 

A charter amendment giving the 
City Council power to contract for 
a supply of natural gas ané to issue 
notes and revenue bonds to build 
a distribution system or finance the 
acquisition of all local gas distribu- 
tion properties was voted hy the 
citizens in yesterday’s liunicipal 
election. The vote was 8460 to 
6177. 

The injunction petition asserts 
the city is without any right or au- 
thority under the laws of Texas to 
condemn the properties of the com- 
pany. 

The city, the petition states, is 
practically up to its bond limit and 
to the limit of its legal tax rate and 
has no money in the treasury and 
cannot finance condenination of the 
gas company’s properties, valued at 
about $20,000,000. 

Finally, it is alleged, the city has 
entered into a contract with the 
Shamrock Natural Gas Co. designed 
to foist upon the people of Fort 
Worth a 25-year monopoly in the 
supply of naural gas. 

Details of financing a municipally 
owned gas system have not been 
worked out. During the election 
campaign it was stated by pro- 
ponents of municipal ownership 
that the distribution system would 
be financed by issuing securities 
against the properties and paying 
for them out of the revenues. 

Decision of the voters in favor 
of municipal ownership climaxed a 
five-year fight for rediuced § gas 
rates. The City Council has con- 
tracted with the Shamrock Natural 
Gas Co. to supply gas for domestic 
consumption at 30 cents a thousand 
cubic feet at the city gate. The 
Lone Star rate to consumers is 45 
cents. 


OLD SPANISH TREATIES CITED 
BY MURRAY IN BRIDGE ROW 


Oklahoma Governor Threatens to 
Remove Further Barriers Put 
Up By Texas. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, OK., July 22. 
—Citing old Spanish treaties for 
his authority, Gov.

YOUTH NIDNAPED, 
SHOT TWICE, LEFT 
IN COUNTY ROAD 


In Hospital, John Flynn, 
20, Gives Three Versior; 
of Number of Assailants 
and Kind of Weapons. 


HELD 26 TIMES 
AS POLICE SUSPECT 


Says Men in Auto Seized 
Him in Park—Has Been 
Jobless 6 Months, His 
Mother Declares. 


John Flynn, 20-year-old railroad 
fireman frequently arrested for 
questioning by police, was found 
shot and seriously wounded early 
today in Christopher drive, just 
south of the Catholic retreat at 
White House in the southern part of 
St. Louis County. 

Flynn, who resides with his par- 
ents at 2637 Pennsylvania aven.e, 
was taken to Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital and later removed to City 
Hospital, where he told conflicting 
stories of the shooting and said he 


could describe neither his assailants 
nor their automobile. 

He said he was sitting alone in 
Lafayette Park near Missouri ave- 
nue, about 11:30 p. m., when five 
men alighted fron: an automobile, 
pointed pistols at him and forced 
him to enter the machine. Then, 
he related, he was driven to the 
place where he was found, pushed 
out and shot. Cross-questioned, he 
said there were only two men and 
that they were armed with ma- 
chine guns. In a third version he 
placed the number at three men 
armed with revolvers. He said he 
had no enemies. 

Flynn was found tying in the road 
by Nate Swallow, a farmer residing 
in the vicinity, whose attention was 
attractéd by a series of shots, the 
sound of an automobile being driv- 
en away rapidly and the cries of the 
wounded man. Swallow said it was 
about midnight. 

Going to the nearby home of Lo- 
gan Price, Swallow called Deputy 
Constable Peter J. Lassauer of Ca- 
rondelet Township. Accompanied 
by Robert Manley, Mehlville ga- 
rage owner, Lassauer went to the 
scene after summoning an ambu- 
lance. 

Flynn had been struck by two 
bullets of large caliber. One en- 
tered the back of his neck and 
emerged near his nose. Another 
struck him in the left thigh. 

Police records show Flynn had 
been oleked up 26 times, frequent- 
ly at Fifteenth street and Chou- 
teau avenue, loafing place for other 
youths well known to police. Flynn 
never had been convicted of any 
charge. 

His mother, Mrs... Patrick J. 
Flynn, said he had been-unable to 


find employment for six months. 
She left him at home _ yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock, she said, 


but he was not there when she re- 
turned four hours later. She did 
not see him again until called to 
the hospital. 


ANTI-PRIEST LAW ORDERED 
INTO EFFECT IN VERA CRUZ 


List of 13 Clergymen to Remain in 
State Must Be Submitted 
by Saturday.

MEXICO CITY, July 22.—A Vera 
Cruz dispatch to the newspaper 
Excelsior said today that Gov. 
Adalberto Tejeda had notified all 
Catholic priests they must comply 
by Saturday with the recently en- 
acted State law limiting the num- 
ber of the clergy to 13. . 

The notification, the dispatch 
said, was in the form of a circu- 
lar letter in which the Governor 
threatened to initiate steps to en- 
force the law unless the list of the 
13 priests authorized to continue 
their religious functions is submit- 
ted to him this week. 

The law allows one priest for 
every 100,000 persons. The popu- 
iation of the state is about 1,300,- 
000, and there.are two Bishops 
who, it has been assumed, would 
remain at their posts 

Church authorities .have vigor- 
ously protested against the law, 
declaring it to be unconstitutional. 
In several instances they have ob- 
tained court injunctions against its 
enforcement.

46 Aboard Wear Heavy Cloth- 
ing and Drill in Their 
Expected Duties.

TAX COLLECTORS 
TO BE RUTHLESS 


They Are Told to Accept No 
Excuses—F oreign Credits 
to Be ‘Turned 
Banks.

BERLIN, July 22.—Without 
waiting for the outcome of the 
conference of nations at London, 
the Reichsbank has begun issuing 
almost $250,000,000 in silver money 
under the recently decreed change 
in the currency law. 

Formerly the bank was permitted 
to mint not more than $5 in small 
change per capita of the popula- 
tion. Now the limit has been in- 
creased to a little more than $7. 

As the previous legal maximum 
never ws reached because the pub- 
lic preferred paper money, the 
ampunt of small change in circula- 
tion virtually will be doubled. With 
the present low price of silver it 
will be considerably cheaper to 
issue this amount in small change 
than in Reichsbank notes backed 
by gold, 

The special passport tax of $25 
for Germans bound out. of the 
ccuntry has brought a great reduc- 
tion in the volume of outbound 
traffic. In this vacation month of 
July the first train for Switzerland 
after the tax went into effect car- 
ried only 24 passengers, and the 
next two trains bound south had 
only about 50 passengers each, and 
very few of those were Germans. 

No Excuses on Taxes, 

Germany’s tax collectors worked 
today on orders to get what was 
coming to the Government and pay 
no attention to the excuses of tax- 
payers in arrears. The orders, set 
forth in a Government decree, di- 
rected collectors to proceed ruth- 
lessly and to make allowances for 
the hard times in only the most 
exceptional cases. 

The decree established heavy 
penalties for citizens who are back 
in their taxes or have made faulty 
declarations. Recently there has 
been an alarming reduction in tax 
collections. The penalties become 
effective July 31 ugainst all those 
still shy on their income taxes. 

The Government also ordered all 
persons living in Germany, as well 
as all incorporated companies, to 
offer whatever foreign currencies 
or credits they may have to the 
Reichsbank of allied institutions

Eight leading women’s societies, 
including Protestant, Catholic and 
Jewish organizations and the wom- 
en’s Red Cross, issued a joint man- 
ifesto exhorting all German women 
to do their part to uphold peace 
and stability.

Threat Against Bruening. 

The democratic Vossische Zei- 
tung describes a Nationalist. mass 
meeting last night at which cries 
of “Hang Bruening!” rang through 
the hall and a speaker asserted the 
Chancellor “deserves the fate of 
Mathias Erzberger,’’ the Centrist 
Minister who was assassinated 10 


years ago. 
The Industrialist Allegemeine 
Zeitung, while it condemns such 


outburst, asserts they are never- 
theless the handwriting on the wall 
for the German and other govern- 
ments. *‘“‘Nobody can say what to- 
morrow wil! bring,” this paper 
says, “but everybody feels that we 
are in a revolutionary period.” 

“What is happening now,” says 
another paper, “is an earthquake 
which is shaking Europe's founda- 
ticns and wilf topple them if rea- 
son does not triumph.” 


Quakes Recorded at Pasadena, Cal.

PASADENA, Cal., July 22.—Two 
earthquakes were recorded here 
yesterday.

CREDITS IN GERMAN HANDS 
FUR RESOLUTIONS 


SUBMITTEDBY 
FINANCE ChiIEFS 


Are Said to Provide for 
Renewal of World Bank 


Loan and Supporting of 
Private Credits. 


COMMITTEE TO LOOK 
INTO OTHER NEEDS 


Recommendations of Treas- 
ury Ministers Expected to 
Be Adopted by Full Ses-

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Secre- 
tary Stimson of the State Depart- 
ment telephoned to Washington of- 
ficials today that the recommenda- 
tiens adopted by the Finance Min- 
isters at the London conference 


today are _ satisfactory to the 
United States. 
Stimson said the recommenda- 


tions would be submitted to the 
plenary session tomorrow, but were 
not being made public today. State 
Department officiais declined to 
comment on Stimson’s message, but 
were optimistic that an early agree- 
ment would be reached in London 
to bolster the German economic 
situation. 


LONDON, July 22.—Two rec- 
ommendations are understood to 
have been adopted today” by tlre 
seven-Power conference consider- 
irg Germany’s financial crisis. 

The first is that the governments 
concerned should invite the Bank 
of England, the Bank of. France, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of the 
United States and the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements to renew 
for three months the $100,000,000 
credit they granted to Germany for 
one inonth on July 15. 

The second is that the principal! 
private banking establishments of 
the countries concerned should be 
urged to leave their existing credits 
in Germany’s hands. ¥ 

Financial Committee Meets, 

These recommendations, it was 
said, were presented this aft- 
ernoon to the Finance Ministers of 
the nations participating in the 
conference for determination as to 
whether any technical considera- 
tions would prevent their being 
carried out, 

An official communique 
after the adjournment 
morning’s conference said: 

“The international conference 
gave further consideration to meth- 
ods of restoring confidence in the 
stability of the German financial 
position by concerted international 
co-operation on the basis of the 
statement presented by the Com- 
mittee of Finance Ministers. 

“Progress has been made and 
certain technical questions were 
referred to the Finance Ministers 
who will consider them this after- 
noon and report to the main con- 
ference tomorrow morning.”’ 

Redistribution Not Favored, 

Redistribution of credits was one 
of the major points discussed at 
this morning’s conference, but to- 
night it was learned the Finance 
Ministers’ meeting this afternoon 
had looked upon it with disfavor. 
The United States holds 60 per cent 
of the credits in Germany and 
France about 5 per cent. Next to 
the United States, Great Britain 
has the largest holdings. 

The committee of Finance Min- 
isters published a resolution . to- 
right declaring it had reached an 
agreement on a report to be sub- 
mitted to the plenary conference 
tomorrow. 

Four resolutions will be presented 
to tomorrow's session, it was 
learned on excellent authority to- 
night. They will provide: 

First, that the central banks and 
World Bank for International Set- 
tlements extend the $100,000,000 
German credit for a further period 
of three months; second, that pri- 
vate banks be urged to leave their 
credits now in Germany in Ger- 
man hands for the present: third, 
that a World Bank committee be 
appointed to consider the question 
of short-term loans to Germany 
and the conversion of extending em» 
isting short-term loans to longe 
term loans; fourth, that the con- 
ference will note with satisfaction 
the action of German industrialists 
in creating a reserve of approxi- 
mately $125,000,000 on the German 
gold discount bank.

MOSCOW, July 22.—The first 
Russian to be overcome by the 
fame of George Bernard Shaw, 
who is here seeing Moscow under 


the Soviet, was an elevator operator 
in his hotel. Flustered by his dis- 
tinguished passenger, the operator 
made a bad landing five feet be- 
low the ground floor, and the car 
jammed. 

For five minutes G. B. S. fumed. 
So did Lady Astor, his fellow pas- 
senger. Finally they were rescued 
by several American newspaper 
men, who pulled them to freedom 
through a narrow aperture. 

With the world-famed writer 
and the Lady Parliamentarian 
were two of Russia's newly freed— 
a servant girl and a Mongolian 
1iuzhik (peasant). 

This afternoon G. B. 8., Lady 
Astor and other members of the 
British touring party visited the 
Revolutionary Museum, where doc- 
uments relating to the overthrow 
of the Czar are kept, then went to 
the vaults of the State Bank to look 
at the crown jewels. 

They Visit Juveniles Home. 

Later they were taken to the 
headquarters of the Ogpu, Russian 
secret police, a few miles outside 
of Moscow, and inspected the 
model home for juvenile delin- 
quents which that organization op- 
erates. 

Shaw dryly reniarked yesterday. 
“After all, I was a Communist be- 
fore Lenin was born.” 

The Irish author and critic spent 
an active day after his arrival sur- 
veying what he could of the Soviet 
capital. Less than half an hour 
after reaching his hotel he set out 
on a sight-seeing tour which took 
him to Lenin’s tomb and the Krem- 
lin, where he was photographed 
perched atop a Czarist cannon ball 
before lunch. 

After an hour’s rest, he went to 
the Park of Rest and Culture, a 
recreation center for workers on 
the Moscow River, and at night he 
attended special performance of 
“The Beggar's Opera” given in his 
honor. 

Lady Astor Shocks Escorts. 

Just as indefatigable was Lady 
Astor, who, with her husband and 

.one of her sons, is among the six 
inaking up Shaw’s party. She vis- 
ibly shocked members of the Com- 
munist party who accompanied 
them on the sight-seeing tours, by 
reiterating frequently: “TI am a 
capitalist!” and criticising the So- 
viet system for what she described 
as “it’s materialism and lack of re- 
ligion.” 

Told that the ancient little red 
church which stands next to the 
large cathedral where the Czars 
worshiped would be destroyed, 
Shaw said, “Well, then, I think 
they'd better have a five-year es- 
thetic plan.” 

“But,” he added, “if a revolution 
like this had happened in America. 
England or France, they would 
have looted’ everything. Such 
churches and art treasures as these 
here in the Kremlin would not 
have been left untouched as they 
have been here.” 

“If you stand there soliloquiz- 
ing,” Lady Astor interrupted, “we 
won't cover the ground,” and she 
led him away by the arm. 

looking upon the body of Lenin 
during his visit to the tomb, Shaw 
called attention to the Red leader's 
hands, declaring that their fine 
lines marked them as those of “a 
born aristocrat." 

Russian newspapers devoted a 
great amount of space to Shaw's 
visit, although his works are little 
known to the Ruysian masses in 
xeneral,

mediately by the plenary session. 
Passers-by in the courtyard out- 
side the meeting room could ob- 
serve through the windows that 
the conferees engaged in occasional 
rapid exchanges of repartee and 
once Secretary Mellon, usually a 
very quiet speaker, was seen ges- 
ticulating vigorously with his 
hand. 

These meetings resemble the 
proceedings of a group of creditor 
bankers attempting to stave off the 
bankruptcy of a valued colleague. 
Chancellor Bruening and Foreign 
Minister Curtius have answered the 
questions put to them and the 
rroject of shoring up German 
finances is evolving slowly. 
Today the conferees considered 
a statement presented by the Com- 
mittee of Finance Ministers which 
met yesterday at noon. This state- 
ment was said to be brief, dealing 
entirely with the question of sup- 
porting German credits and keep- 
ing in Germany the _ short term 
credits already gran.:d by foreign 
countries. 

The matter of the “‘fundament- 
als’’ of the German crisis, sup- 
posedly raised by the French, has 
been discarded as a basis for con- 
sideration, and the delegates have 
decided that the situation is too 
pressing to go into the fundamental 
causes of Germany’s condition. 
Before the opening of today’s 
session, Secretary of State Stimson 
had a long early morning confer- 
ence with Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald at the latter's residence. 

At the Finance Ministers’  six- 
hour discussion yesterday, Secre- 
tary Mellon took an active part. 
Reports were that the French 
were unchanged in their demand 
for political guarantees as a con- 
dition to participating in aid to the 
Reich, and that the Paris delega- 
tion had made plans to return 
home by tomorrow. 

Travel plans also were made— 
provisionally—by MacDonald and 
Foreign Secretary Henderson. They 
expect to go to Berlin soon to re- 
turn the “Chequers conversation” 
call of Herr Bruening and Foreign 
Minister Curtius several weeks ago, 
Such a visit, it was said, would as- 
sist in re-establishing world con- 
fidence in Germany. 

The latest American proposal to 
assist Germany by maintaining her 
present volume of credit was print- 
ed prominently in the newspapers 
but there was no editorial com- 
ment on it. One section of the 
press predicted that the United 
States and Great Britain would act 
together to help Germany if France 
could not be brought in line. Such 
British-American co-operation, the 
Herald said, would be all the easier 
because Japan has declared her 
willingness to help if necessary. - 
Chancellor Bruening and For- 
eign Minister Curtius of Germany 
will be hosts at the German Em- 
bassy tomorrow to Premier Laval, 
Aristide Briand and the other 
I'rench delegates. This public dem- 
Oonstration of good will is intended 
to reassure the world that, al- 
though political differences have 
not yet been adjusted to the point 
where France is willing to lend 
Germany money without political 
strings, yet the relations between 
the two governments are improy- 
ing rapidly. 

Curtius Pleased With Work. 


In a talk ’with German corre- 
spondents, Dr. Curtius expressed 
himself as well pleased with the 
way things are going, particularly 
— developments at today’s meet- 
ng. 

The discussion has gone beyond 
immediate relief for Germany, he 
said, and the delegates are ready 
“to face the future frankly.” 
For a time there was a ten- 
dency to discuss the causes of Ger- 
many’s condition, he said, but Sec- 
retary of State Stimson brought 
the debate back to matters of im- 
mediate necessity, suggesting Ger- 
many’s present needs should not be 
forgotten in discussions of her fu- 
ture, however important those dis- 
cussions might be. 

Dr. Curtius emphasized that the

Separate informal conversations 
are under way with the Belgians, 
who are hit hardest, relatively, by 
the Hoover moratorium.

All the Powers represented will 
co-operate in carrying out the 
American suggestions, and short- 
term credits to Germany will be 
maintained and consolidated, 

The rediscount credit of $100,- 
000,000 from the central banks, 
which expired July 16 and was ex- 
tended to Aug. 16, will be contin- 
ued beyond that time. 

Stimson is after further infor- 
mation as to the nature of the 
$125,000,000 guaranteed by 1000 
leading banking and _ industrial 
houses of Germany with a view to 
determining whether the United 
States and Great Britain jointly 
can advance a new loan with this 
industrial backing as security. 

Dr. Curtius announced the Ger- 
man delegation had suggested a 
committee of international bank- 
ers £0 to Berlin to discuss the sit- 
uation with Reichsbank officers 
and others with a view to learning 
Germany's needs at first hand, for 
recommendations to be made later. 
This suggestion seemed to have 
met with hearty approval. 

According to their present plans, 
the German representatives will 
leave for Berlin tomorrow night 
with Arthur Henderson, the British 
Foreign Secretary. Prime Minister 
MacDonald intends to join them at 
Berlin on Friday. 


Real Progress Made, Stimson Says. 


Secretary Stimson sald today in 
a@ press conference that the meet- 
ing was making progress and he 
was hopeful it would end tomor- 
row. 

“Real progress,’’ Stimson told the 
American newspaper men this aft- 
ernoon, “is being made by the con- 
ference toward alleviating the Ger- 
man financial crisis. I am not 
without hope that the meeting will 
finish tomorrow. 

“The minds of the delegates 
seem to be uniting on successive 
suggestions for correction of the 
precarious position and for giving 
aid to Germany. 

“The situation was difficult when 
we came here, but with these ele- 
ments of progress and hope I am 
hopeful of a successful conclusion 
to the meeting.”’ 

Now the situation, Stimson said 
he had told the conference, is 
something like a bathtub. 

“The stopper has been out and 
the water has been running out rap- 
idly,” he said. ‘It is necessary first 
to put the plug back in the hole. 
Then it is necessary to examine 
what water is left and see if it is 
sufficient for the purposes at hand. 
If it is, well and good, but if it is 
not it may be necessary to put more 
water in it.”

HEARING ON RAILROAD 
RATES 1S SUSPENDED 


I. C. C. Gives Those Opposed 
to Increase More Time to 
Prepare Case. 


the Associated Press. 
BY VASHINGTON, July 22.—The 


Interstate Commerce ' Commission 
has suspended hearings on the rail- 
roads’ application for a 16 per cent 
increase in freight rates to permit 
the opposition to prepare its case. 

The action was taken late yes- 
terday after attorneys had argued 
for hours on whether the hearings 
should be continued without inter- 
ruption until Aug. 31. Railroad 
representatives maintained the pro- 
ceedings should continue, while at- 
torneys for the opposition said they 
needed time for study. 

No date was set for resumption 
of the hearings. However, Com- 
missioner Meyer, presiding, an- 
nounced the commission would 
consider a motion of the railroads 
to resume testimony before Aug. 
21. 

During the day, Chairman Brain- 
erd of the commission, issued a 
declaration of independence from 
all outside pressure in acting on 
the appeal for higher rates. 

In a letter to Senator Capper 
(Rep.), Kansas, the chairman said 
the commission would not. be 
stampeded into approving the 
crease. He added it would con- 
tinue as previously “to render its 
decisions based upon ‘the record as 
made’ undisturbed by all the winds 
that blow.” 

Senator Capper had telegraphed 
Brainerd of news stories contain- 
ing a threat by Representative Beck 
of Pennsylvania to urge congres- 
sional action if the commission did 
not act quickly and favorably on 
the railroads’ application. The 
Kansan said the Pennsylvania Re- 
publican’s threat was even “more 
short-sighted and more _ inoppor- 
tune that the application of the 
railroads” for the increase.

WITNESS IN GRAFT 


Former New York Veterinarian 
Refuses te Tell With Whom 
He Split Fees. 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, July 22.—Dr. Wil- 


last night was adjudged in con- 
tempt of the legislative committee 
investigating the city government 
by Supreme Court Justice William 
Harmon Black, who set bail of 
$25,000 pending the outcome of 
habeas corpus proceedings. 
Dr. Doyle had refused ‘to tell the 
Hofstadter legislative committee 
investigating the city administra- 
tion with whom he split fees he 
earned practicing before the Board 
of Standards and Appeals. Samuel 
Seabury, chief counsel for the 
committee, asked that he be sent 
to jail for 30 days for refusal to 
answer 20 questions. The. veteri- 
narian had been cited for contempt 
earlier in the day, when four Dem- 
ocratic members were outvoted by 
five Republicans. 

Justice Black gave his decision 
after. Seabury and counsel for Dr. 
Doyle had argued for more than 
three hours the right of the com- 
mittee to cite a witness for con- 
tempt. 

Justice Black refused to grant 
the defense a delay in the case and 
asked that the case be argued at 
once, adding: “I am not going to 
let this be another Fall case.” 
Seabury said Doyle’s bank ac- 
counts showed he had deposited

LIBERTY, N. Y., July 22.—Lib- 
erty gave Otto Hillig, its trans-At- 
lantic flier, and his pilot, Holger 
Hoiriis, a back-slapping, hand- 
shaking welcome home yesterday. 

The photographer and the tall 
young aviator landed on the same 
golf course from which they took 
off a month ago in their $22,000 
Plane bought from Hillig’s sav- 
ings, on the start of their flight 
to Denmark. 

But the craft which brought 
them back was far different from 
the big monoplane Liberty in which 
they left, for it was an autogiro, 
with its vanes rotating lazily, which 
set them down almost at the feet 
of Liberty’s population which 
surged against police line.s The 
pair had flown from New York to 
Wurtsboro, 30 miles east of here, 
in a large monoplane and then 
transferred to the autogiro, piloted 
by H. Clay McBriar, an acquaint- 
ance. They believed the _ golf 
course fairway too short and rough 
for the monoplane to land, so they 
took advantage of the autogiro’s 
vertical descent characteristics. 

The population of Liberty is 
about 3000 and apparently every 
one of them was known personally 
by the man who has lived here for 
the 40 years since he walked into 
town with nothing but a camera. 
All of the 3000 demanded to shake 
his hand before he left the field. 
Eventually a way was cleared to 
an open car and the flyers received 
more plaudits in a parade through 
town.

It has been announced that a 
survey will be made of the require- 
ments here and the means of meet- 
ing them, and Director Hines of 
the Veterans’ Bureau stated at 
Washington that 8st. Louis would 
have full consideration in studies 
'being made by the bureau’s hos- 
pital board. The last Congress ap- 
propriated $20,000,000 fer hospital 
enlargement, 

In response to a suggestion that 
the hospital obtain 25 acres from 
Jefferson Barracks for new build- 
ings, it was pointed out today that 
the 25 acres is low ground, less 
suitable for the purpose than land 
now in. possession of the hospital 
along the Mississippi bluffs, and 
that the hospital buildings occupy 
only about six acres of the 145 it 
already has. 

Because of “grossly inadequate” 
facilities and the resulting delay in 
hospital treatment of veterans in 
need of it, Quentin Roosevelt Post 
No. 1 of the American Legion 
stated in a resolution, “their dis- 
abilities are becoming more aggra-~ 
vated and their suffering more 
acute for want of proper treat- 
ment:” The organization urged en- 
largements to eliminate the delay, 
and commended Congressmen Nied- 
ringhaus, Cochran, and Dyer for 
their efforts, urging them to per- 
sist until the deplorable neglect of 
our disabled comrades shall ne lon- 
ger disgrace the Government and 
the people they nobly served.” 

“The hospital provides the best 
treatment and best food of its exis- 
tence,” said Paul Werner, welfare 
chairman of Fred Stockham post 
and winner of an American Legion 
medal for extraordinary service to 
yeterans at the hospital. “It has 
a fine physician-in-chief and a 
marvelous staff. All it needs is 
more room, but it’s pitiful some- 
times to see what a veteran and his 
family have to go through in wait- 
ing to enter the hospital.”

MEXICO CITY, July 22. — Just 
as Plutarco E. Calles was getting 
nicely started with the breeding of 
prize horses, cows and chickens, 
another national crisis has come 
along and it seems likely that he 
will have to forego the rural pleas- 
ures of his hacienda. 

Mexico’s “strong man” is ex- 
pected to be called to the post of 
president of the Bank of Mexico, 
with the duty of pegging the fast- 
Sliding silver peso. 

Since he left the presidency of 
the nation three years ago Calles 
has spent as much time as possi- 
ble at Santa Barbara, his estate, 
20 miles from Mexico City. 

There the politicians and Gen- 
erals find him when they want ad- 
vice. Although his town house, at 
the foot of historic Chapultepec

If the “strong man” takes the 
post, a stockholders’ meeting will 
be called, it is reported, and he 
will be elevated to the presidency 
with ample powers to deal with 
the exchange problem. And when 
he accomplishes his task, Mexico 
will let him go back to his cows 
and chickens. 

El Nacional, which is considered 
the Government organ, says Calles 
will take over the presidency of the 
Bank of Mexico within a few days. 
The newspaper says its notice is of-

French Armaments Reduced 
To Lowest Possible Point, 
League Council Is Informed 


In Memorandum Government Takes the Posi- 
tion That the Question of Curtailment Is 
Political Rather Than Technical.

PARIS, July 22.—French arma- 
ments have been reduced to the 
lowest possible point, the Govern- 
ment declared in a memorandum 
on disarmament issued yesterday 
in «nswer to the request of the 
League of Nations Council for in- 
formation ‘preliminary to the 1952 
world disarmament conference at 


Geneva, 

In the memorandum, France 
takes the position that disarma- 
ment is a political, rather than: a 
technical question. The country, 
it said, has reached the low limit 
in disarming in the present state of 
Europe and the world and it resists 
any suggestion that disarmament 
can be based either on population 
alone or in relation to the strictly 
limited armament imposed on the 
Central Powers at the end of the 
World War. 

The declaration was considered 
here to indicate clearly that France, 
believing she had reduced her 
armament to the lowest point un- 
der present conditions, would find 
it necessary to make increases in 
case any action were taken reliev- 
ing Germany of the limitations im- 
posed by the treaties. 

For Mutual Guarantees. 

To assure the security which 
France continues to insist is the 
only basis for disarmament, the 
Government considers that it is 
necessary first to develop a system 
of mutual guarantees, such as the 
Rhine guarantees signed in connec- 
tion with the Locarno pact. It also 
suggests a second agreement by the 
signatory powers to any disarma- 
ment agreement, undertaking a 
covenant to use their armed forces 
against an aggressor, the aggressor 
to be designated by the League of 
Nations. 

The memorandum adds that 
France has reduted her forces to 
the present level “nly because she 
obtained the Locarno guarantees. 
She asks for no “unilateral guaran- 
tees.”” A large part of the memo- 
randum is given over to explaining 
her reductions showing important 
cuts in land forces since the war. 

The increase in naval forces was 
declared to be commensurate with 
needs for home and overseas dé- 
fense and the slight increase in air 
forces was said to be due to the 
increased importance of this arm 
from a military standpoint. 

Hopes for Complete Solution. 

Regret is expressed that France 
did not sign the London naval 
treaty but the Government hoped 
that the disarmament conference 
will lead to a “complete solution of 
the problem” and that by that time 
“a suitable agreement will enable 
France and Italy, in full agreement 
with the British commonwealth, to 
set forth their intentions on con- 
struction for the next few years in 
a temporary form such as would 
facilitate the work of the confer- 
ence.” 

The intention of the memoran- 
dum seemed to be to emphasize the 
political aspects of disarmament 
and t6 advance a strong plea for 
some sort of armed force which 
would be at the order of the 
League of Nations. Weaker na- 
tions, it indicated, should be pro- 


tected and stronger nations must 
be strong enough to protect them 
under the orders of the League. 

“By reason of the dangers 
threatening the weaker or more ex- 
posed states,’"” the memorandum 
said, “a general reduction of arma- 
ments lays fresh responsibilities on 
the stronger, or less exposed, Pow- 
ers which they cannot elude.” 

Questions to Be Answered. 

France expresses the conviction 
that security for all is only obtain- 
able by “a mutual, effective and 
prompt assistance,’’ which alone 
gives the League of Nations ‘“‘ma- 
terial and moral force sufficient to 
prevent aggressive attacks.”’ 

The memorandum recalls that 
the League never has obtained sat- 
isfactory answers from members 
as to whether, when conflict 
threatens, they would be willing to 
turn over a designated portion of 
their land, naval and air forces to 
“intervene in the conflict in sup- 
port of the League Council’s de- 
cisions or recommendations.” 

The kernel of disarmament, it 
emphasized, lies in the question 
“What use will armaments be when 
they are limited and reduced?” 
War having been outlawed, it asks, 
what will the states do if a war 
breaks out and a crime of aggres- 
sion is committed? These, it in- 
sists, are essential questions, to 
which the conference of 1932 must 
give definite answers if it is to suc- 
ceed. 

France, the memorandum stated, 
is ready to consider all general so- 
lutions: Universal pledges of mu- 
tual assistance, combinations of 
local agreements, constitutions of 
international armed (forces, or 
simultaneous recourse to all. 

Seeks no Unilateral Guarantees, 

She asks for herself no unilateral 
guarantee. “France,” the memor- 
andum says, “‘made a series of de- 
fensive treaties in the interest of 
international order, but she can 
not face such a task alone.” 

The memorandum seeks to fore- 
stall arguments for the basing of 
European armaments on those of 
Germany. Recalling part five of 
the war treaties limiting the arma- 
ments of the four vanquished Pow- 
ers, it says: 

“Clearly, therefore, it is in the 
relation of the armaments allotted 
by the treaties to certain nations 
that it will be possible to prepare 
for limitation and reduction of ar- 
maments of other nations,”’ but, the 
memorandum adds “thereds no ob- 
ligation to adopt either the meth- 
ods or the figures of part five of 
the treaties as regards general lim- 
itation of armaments.” 

Little Interest in Paris. 

It argues that general disarma- 
ment is an independent problem 
provided for an article eight of the 
League covenant. - 

“If the standard of part five of 
the treaties, as applied to certain 
states,”’ it says, “‘were applied in 
an equal and uniform manner to 
the other states article eight of the 
League covenant would be deprived 
of all its value and significapce.” 

The nfemorandum. aroused slight 
interest in Paris. Most of the pa- 
pers printed the summary supplied 
by the Foreign Office without com- 
ment. Only one—L’Echo de Paris, 
which is Nationalist and consistent- 
ly opposed to the policies of For- 
eign Minister Briand—printed the 
ful: text of the memorandum.

Lieu will 
accompany him to the United 
States.

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PATTERSON IN SAN FRANCISCO

“Withdrawal of the United States 
from the Philippines would result 
in immediate and complete eco-

‘Their, prosperity 
is based on free trade with the 
United States and could not survive 
a tariff wall.” 

Patterson said the only sound 
argument for independence he rec- 
ognized was the immigration ques- 
tion. But to divorce the islands on 
that ground, he added, would be 
failing in the obligations this 
country assumed when it took over 
the ‘islands. Ete emphasized that 
not more than 20 per cent of the 
Filipinos speak the same language. 

“Filipino politicos want freedom, 
of course,” Patterson said. “And 
so do selfish interests that would 
profit therefrom.”

VIENNA PROFESSOR ARGUES 
FOR GERMAN CUSTOMS UNION 


“Safeguarding Austrian Independ- 
ence” as Some Nations See 
it “Nearly Annihilation.”

THE HAGUE, Holland, July 22. 
—Taking up Austria's argument 
for approval of the Austro-German 
customs union before the World 
Court, Dr. Erich Kaufman, profes- 


sor of law at Vienna University, 
charged today that “safeguarding 
Austrian independence” as it is in- 
terpreted by some nations amounts 
almost to a policy of annihilation.

ment concerning the Russian ex-

There has 
been lack of common ground. Rus- 
sia, the author says, has rejected 
Our hypotheses and abolished our 
axioms.

Engineer Sibley thinks he has 
found the missing common denom- 
inator. His formula is to set Sov- 
ietism over against Americanism, 
collectivism against individualism, 
figure up the generating potential- 
ity and vdd up the totals of kilo- 
watt hours. 


After.volume of xilowntts comes 
the question of cost. What it costs 
in kopeks and cents to turn out 
the kilowatts. Here again Ameri- 
ca wins. On this point the Rus-: 
sian information is that the aver- 
age cost in 1933 at the consumer's 
end will be 3.5 kopeks, or about 
1.75 cents in American money and 
no taxes to be paid. In California 
the cost is 1.41 cents per kilowatt 
hour after‘almost 10 per cent of 
the sale price has been paid by the 
companies in taxes. 


Where all the . competition in 
kilowatts is to lead is another ques- 
tion. The engineer leaves that to 
the economists. There is a men- 
tion of electricity replacing a hun- 
dred men with one, which seems to 
have some relation to the unem- 
ployment. that has been rather 
prevalent of late. To offset this 
there is a statement of increases 
in factories and factory products 
and employes from the _ develop- 
ment of electric power, which 
would seem to run rapidly into the 
overproduction which has been 
causing some complaint, but Mr. 
Sibley does not go very far into 
these questions. 


There is vision, however, in the 
author’s discussion of electricity as 
In electricity he 
finds a common denominator 
umong men, promoting. interna- 
tional good will and mutual under- 
standing, a unifying power not 
only in the realm of physics but 
in the realm of spirit, opening. the 
way, perhaps, through its use in 
international trade and communi- 
cation, to a better day when Good- 
will plus electricity may mean 
world peace,

HE music of Johann Strauss’! 

ight opera, “Die Fledermaus,” 

which had not been heard in 8t. 
Louis in nearly a decade, _ burst 
forth upon the Municipal Opera 
stage in Forest Park last night with 
a book whieh is a modernized ver- 
sion of a French farce known as 
“Le Reveillon.”” The adaptation 
was made by Fanny Todd Mitchell, 
former St..Louisan, and the new 
combination is calléd “A Wonderful 
Night.” It is only mildly enter- 
taining, despite some very lovely 
music, and the story would be told 
to better advantage in a more inti- 
mate theater, the vastness of the 
park stage being unsuited to the 
amount of conversation necessary 
to get the plot planted and to keep 
it moving. 

Strauss’ immortal Blue Danube 
waltz, which was not part of the 
score of “Die Fledermaus,” has 
been injected into the present ver- 
sion to provide the music for a 
charming ballet number in the sec- 
ond act danced by Rosemary Deer- 
ing and the youns women of the 
chorus. This was one of the high 
spots of the evening. 


The story, which begins as broad 
farce; chang.~, in the second act, 
to genuine light opera and, in the 
final act, with the introduction of 
Bernard Gorcy, a rough and tumble 
German comic, enters t':2 musical 
comedy field; concerns a night of 
pleasure plcnned by a Viennese 
husband who. slips away from home 
after telling his wife that he must 
go to jail for a week for engaging 
in a fight vith a policeman. The 
jail sentence part of his story is 
true, but it was not scheduled to 
begin until the following morning. 
Max Gruenwald, the husband, 
played by Archie Leach, goes to a 
gay ball given by a Russian Prince. 
There he finds his wife’s maid 
(Greta Alpeter), who is masquer- 
ading as a lady of fashion. There 
are other complications, too, and, 
to cap the climax, the wife, who is 
Gladys Baxter and who has been 
advised of her husband’s night out, 
arrives. She wears a mask, flirts 
with Max and listens to his tale of 
many escapades. 


Before the wife went to the ball, 
however, Clifford Newdahl, in the 
role of a lovesick and audacious 
opera singer, forced himself into 
her home and prepared to spend 
the evening there. The police, not 
informed that Max’s sentence has 
been put off until morning, arrive 
and take the lover into custody. To 
save the wife’s reputation the sing- 
er poses as Max and is locked up 
under that name. 

In the final act Max goes to the 
jail to give himself up and finds 
that, to all intents and purposes, 
he has been in a cell all night. His 
wife arrives and the multiple com- 
plications are ‘straightened out, in 
the manner of all musical com- 
edies, to bring about a happy fin- 
ish, 


Differing from last week’s show, 
in which the singing honors all 
went to the male members of the | 
cast, “A Wonderful Night” gives 
Miss Baxter and Miss Alpeter fine 
opportunities to score and they 
make the most of them. Miss Al- 
peter’s laughing song in the second 
act came’in for the most enthusi- 


|astic applause given any Forest 


Park artist this season and Miss 
Baxter, singing delightfully 
throughout the play, was particu- 
larly good in her Hungarian Czardas 
number in the same act. Archie 
Leach made a fine looking, flirta- 
ous husband and Joseph Wilkins 
Was excellent as the Russian 
Prince. Hal Forde and Joseph Ler- 
troa did well in leading roles and 
Gorcy, as a drunken jailer in the 
final act, provided the low comedy. 

“A Wonderful Night,” in its pres- 
ent form, was designed for produc- 
tion on a revolving stage in New 
York and showed up to great ad- 
vantage, scenicly, on the mechani- 
cally equipped Forest Park plat- 
form. In the three acts of the 
piece there are no jess than 13 
scenes but the changes were made’ 
so swiftly that the performance 


| did not lag at any time.

Day by Day in Paris 


McIntyre 


PARIS. 

O place in all the world is so 
N resteut to me as the Bois. I 

spend far more time there while 
in Paris than I do along the boule- 
vards. I know of no word that 
describes this great wooded space 
so well as “liquid”"—a sort of wet 
green shimmer of exquisite loveli- 
ness. 


The trees, the grass and the 


many cool walks in the Bois. seem 
to take on especial grandeur, the 
beauty of languor, repos€ and ex- 
Oticism. It is said, and one can 
well believe it, that 98 per cent of 
the proposals ot marriage among 
Parisiang are made in the Bois. 

I was.reared in a rural com- 
munity, but somehow never tsok 
particular notice of trees. But in 
the Bois they take on a positive 
personality. You become familiar 
with lop-sided magnolias, the cyp- 
ress, chestnuts in fan spreads, 
cedars bursting into clumps of pin 
pricks—all gently swaying and 
whispering. 

One may walk through a leafy 
square treed tunnel and emerge 


suddenly upon gurgling water fall- 
ing into a pond dotted with grace- 
'fulswans. This morning the Baga- 
telle, that circular rosarium laid 
out for a King’s mistress, was lt- 
erally aflame with red _ roses. 
Through another woods and a 
bright field of daisies.

HIS evening [ jogged along the

Most of the buildings along the 
quays are the ancient structures of 
the post cards — seventeenth and 
eighteenth century mansions of a 
showier day. Royalty is written in 
their now scabcuus texture. At the 
side of each barn-like doorway sits 
the inevitable blacK-frocked con- 
cierge, ferret-eyed, heavily mus- 
tached and knitting. The famed 
restaurants Laperouse and Tour 
d’Argent, on the left side, were al- 
most completely desolated, adding 
to the general gloom.
